NEW YORK, May 20 (AP), — 
Ted O. Thackrey, editor of the 
New York Post issued the follow- 
ing comment today on Senator 
Barkley’s statement in the Senate: 

“Senator Barkley made his state- 
ment before the Senate after a 
secret investigation made appar- 
ently at the informal request of a 
member of the Senate and has 
seen fit to bring to the Senate a 
report of an investigation which 
the Senate never ordered and re- 
fused to take public notice of with 


a public hearing. 
“The New York Post does not 
now nor has it ever believed in 


the Senate should base its own ver- 
dict on the word of the man Beek- 
man, the same man who was not 
believed by the Senate when he 
made the affidavits which the Post 
presented as a part of the evidence 
that a public hearing should be 
held to determine what the facts 
were in this case. 

“The Post will have more to 
say later about the unfounded and 
amazing charges of conspiracy 
made by Senator Clark of Mis- 
souri, who must have known he 
was making them under the pro- 
tection of the official immunity 
granted to him by virtue of the 
fact that he made those statements 
on the floor of the Senate where 
he could not be held legally ac- 
countable for them. 

“The only conspiracy to which 
the Post has been a party is a 
conspiracy to arrive at the truth 
openly and publicly. The Post has 
demanded and will continue to de- 
mand a full public’ Senate investi- 
gation. Senator Barkley and. his 
colleagues, ihcluding Senators 
Clark, .Wheeler and Nye, have 
choseh to render a verdict with- 
out letting the Senate hear the 
case.”

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 


The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has agreed on new individ- 
ual surtax rates ranging from 12 
to 81 per cent, compared with 
present rates of 6 to 77 per cent. 

These new rates, combined: with 
lower exemptions and hgiher ner- 
mal rates, have been estimated to 
yield an additional $2,756,000,000 in 
revenue, and would double the in- 
come tax bill of those in the low- 
est salary brackets. 


WASHINGTON, | May 20 (AP), — 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee put the finishing touches 
today on new individual income 
tax rates increasing the normal 
levy from 4 to 6 per cent and 
graduating surtaxes steeply up- 
ward, 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
No Carolina, announced that 
the committee had agreed yester- 
day both to increase the normal 
tax rate and to-strive for an ad- 
ditional $2,750,000,000 in revenue, 
but he declined to disclose what 
the surtax rates might be. 7 

Members indicated that the pres- 
ent 6 per cent surtax on the first 
$2000 of net income probably would 
be increased to 11 or 12 per cent, 
and that the maximum would be 


80 or 85 per cent. 
Probable Increase.

GETS NEW-SHIP JOB 

Head of Administration 
Says Post for Douglas 
Assures ‘Vigorous, All- 
Out Effort.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
Lewis Douglas, former director of 
the budget, was appointed Deputy 
Administrator of the War Ship- 
ping Administration today. — 

Rear Admiral Howard L. Vick- 
ery, vice-chairman of the Maritime 
Commission, was appointed Deputy 
Administrator for new ships. 

Douglas has been acting as chief 
adviser to Rear Admiral Emory S. 
Land, War Shipping Administrator. 

In announcing Douglas’ appoint- 


ment as Deputy Administrator, 
Land said; 

“Mr. Douglas has been working 
as my. chief adviser, particularly 
insofar as it concerns the co-opera- 
tion of the Ministry of War Trans- 
port and our Shipping Administra- 
tion. He has, however, had no 
administrative responsibility and 
with this appointment Mr. Doug- 
las will join with me in not only 
Planning but directing the use of 
our merchant marine. Mr. Doug- 
las’ administrative capacity is well 
known and I am convinced that 
his agreement to hecome Deputy 
Administrator will assure a vigor- 
ous and all-out effort to use our 
ships for the one and only purpose 
of yee the war.” 


WASHINGTON, May 20. — War 
Shipping Administrator Emory 8. 
Land has sent a letter to President 
Roosevelt in which he shows by 
figures on present production that 
ship construction will be on sched- 
ule, with eight million tons of ship- 
ping’ to be produced this year and 
15 million tons: next year.

“Attack Carried 40,000

LONDON, May 20 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force bombing squadrong re- 
turned to the job of blasting Ger- 
man war production last night 
with a heavy attack by a “powerful 
force” on Mannheim, in western 
Germany, the British announced 
today.

in occupied France, while fighter 
planes raked enemy airdromes in 


France and Holland, downing one 
of the enemy planes which rose to 
challenge them. 

One detachment of four-motored 
Stirling bombers carried 40,000 fire 
bombs to Mannheim, Air Ministry 
sources réported.

“A thousand planes is not a fan- 
tastic figure,” this source declared. 
“At present we have the facilities 
for sending 800.planes on raids, 
and these can be expanded.”

“The objective is expansion so 
great that on any night. with good 
weather conditions we will be able 
to send 1000 aircraft to bomb Ger- 
many,” he. asserted. .adding that 
this would not mean every night.

AT MARTINIQUE T

Connally Says Agreement 


With French Admiral 
on Island Has Been 


Largely Worked Out. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 


Chairman Connally (Dem.), Texas,

The 1060-ton sloop, subsequently 
sunk in the Allied withdra 
from The Netherlands East 
dies, was reported packed so 
tightly both above and below decks 
that the men were ordered not to 
shift positions for fear of cap- 
sizing it. 

W. H. McArthur, Empress — 
gineer, said that if the Yarra’s 
commander had not taken enor- 
mous risks close to a mine field 
most of the troopship’s crew and 
hundreds of soldiers would have 
lost their lives, instead of 40-or so. 

In Sight of 

The Empress was in sight of 
Singapore when Japanese dive- 
bombers flew over in force, the 
engineer said. 

“One bomb crashed through the 
deck and exploded in the first- 
class dining room, setting it-afire,” 
he said. “The fire was uncon- 
trollable, A second bomb burst 
just astern. Speed dropped off. 
We were in a bad way. The Em- 
press was drifting and ablaze, mov- 
ing toward .a mine field, but that 
did not deter the commander of the 
Yarra.

Mail Fraud Trial Testi- 
mony Ended With SEC 
Geologist as Last Gov- 
ernment Witness. 


Testimony was concluded shortly 
after noon today in the mail fraud 
trial of E. Randall Henderson, 
Memphis (Tenn.) oil promoter, 
and his two St. Louis associates, 
who, it was charged, took almost 
$250,000 in investments from St.

The trial ended after the Gov-

Practice Incendiary Bombs Put 
Out by Air Raid Wardens Here 


600 See Demonstration of Methods in First 
Such Exhibition Held 
-in St. Louis. 


Three practice incendiary bombs 
were extinguished by air raid war- 
dens of Zone 5, in the Second Dis- 
trict, at a public demonstration last 
night at the zone headquarters, 
2807 Watson road. About 600 per- 
sons attended the demonstration, 
first of its kind held here. 

The bombs used contained more 
thermite and less magnesium than, 
those used by the Nazis in their 
fire bombings of London, and were 
somewhat smalier in size. The 
practice bombs burn for four min- 
utes at a temperature of 3000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, a heat that will 
burn through steel. 

They were set off-one at a time 
in a three-sided: hut erected on a 
vacant lot next door to the zone 
headquarters. 

John C. Crozier, senior warden 
of Post 5 in Zone 3, used: the first. 
and third bombs. to show how 
they could be smothered with 
sand, picked up with a shovel ad

lined bucket, and carried outside 
the building. 

The second bomb was brought 
under control by the method com- 
monly used in England,*in which 
three air-raid wardens use a water 
bucket and small stirrup pump to 
throw a fine spray of water on the 
bomb. One man directs the hose, 
the second operates the pump, and 
the third keeps the bucket filled. 

Leo G. Desobry, head warden in 
the zone, told a reporter 120 war- 
dens had been thoroughly trained 
to man the 20 posts in the Zone, 
is bounded by Sublette, 
Tamm, Clifton and Fyler avenues 
and the Frisco Railroad.

The amendment replaces a sec- 
tion limiting coal for hand firing 
to not more than 23 per cent vol- 
atile content, as does the St. Louis 
ordinance. Kirkwood and most 


ties adopted what was known as 
the model smoke ordinance, con- 
taining smoke control provisions 
similar to those of the St. Louis 
ordinance. 

Kirkwood’s action is the first re- 
treat from the widespread applica- 
tion of strict smoke control in the 
St. Louis suburban area. 

Mayor 8S. A. Kinyon announced 
he would sign the amending reso- 
lution, which, by virtue of an 
emergency clause, will thereupon 
becomé effective. He said the City 
Council’s action was prompted by 
the expectation that war condi- 
tions, particularly transportation 
limitations, will make it difficult 
to procure sufficient quantities of 
West Virginia and Arkansas-Okla- 
homa smokeless coals. 

The 34 per cent limitatica, Kin- 
yon pointed out, will bar the poor- 
est and smokiest grades of Illinois 
coal,-some of which contain 45 per 
cent or more of volatile matter, but 
will permit use of the better grades 
of Southern Illinois coal. The fact 
that 65 to 70 per cent of Kirkwood 
homes are equipped with stokers 
or oil or gas burners meang that 
the amendment will cause only a 
slight increase in smoke, Kinyon 
asserted.

Applause for President. 
The reference to the, President 
evoked a burst of applause. 
Murray regretted that Sir Walter 
Citrine, the ‘British labor leader 
now in this country, would be un- 
able to come here and address the 
convention, but indicated that he 
and other CIO chiefs would later 
confer with Citrine in Washington. 

Referring to suggestions from 
the floor that American labor 
should form a united front. with 
the labor of Britain and Russia, 
Murray said he would be proud to 
join with other free labor groups 
of the world to write a program 
“in about the same manner as the 
United Nations have prepared their 
program.” 

Under | such an arrangement, 
Murray continued, “we should have 
a united labor working together 
for the destruction of all forms of 
totalitarianism in the world.” 
Murray cited numerous instances 
of joint CIO-AF'L representation on 
boards connected with the war ef- 
fort, and added: 
“The CIO and the AFL are ac- 
quiring a greater representation in 
national affairs than labor has ever 
had before in the history of the 
United States,” he said. 
The resolution on CIO-AFL co-op- 
eration praised Murray for his ef- 
forts along this line and congratu- 
lated labor’s Victory Board (the 
six-member board which meets 
with the President) on “its long 
strides toward rallying a united 
labor movement behind our war 
effort.” The resolution concluded 
by urging further co-operative ac- 
tion under the leadership of the 
Victory Board. 

Tribute to Murray. 
The first resolution of the day, 
adopted as the delegates stood and 
cheered, paid tribute to the “wis- 
dom. and courage” of Murray, 
describing him as “a public-spirit- 
ed leader of labar” and one who 
“has made a vital contribution to 
the development of the productive 
offensive so vital to winning the 
war.” 

The resolution expresed affec- 
tion for Murray and pledged the 
delegates to assist in his organiza- 
tion work “until all workers in 
steel are employed in union plants 
under union conditions.” 

The convention stood for a min- 
ute in silent tribute to “the many 
workers in the steel mills who have 
given their lives on the picket lines 
and in bloody conflict with the 
tools of anti-labor powers.” 

A resolution on the war provoked 
discussion. There was no dissent, 
but several delegates thought it 
should have gone further and called 
for the immediate creation of a 
new front against Germany in 
Western Europe, 

“If we don't win this war,” 
shouted a delegate, “there’ll be no 
unions.”

General Motors has supplied to 
aviation companies few .if any air- 
frame materials which had not 
first been manufactured by the 
aircraft companies themselves and 
which were returned to the indus- 
try as parts of sub-assemblies.

Briggs Firm’s Record. 

As far as a casual visitor could 
discover, the Briggs firm is an ex- 
ception. Compared tc General Mo- 
tors, Chrysler and Ford, (the last 
of which makes few aviation parts 
except engines), Briggs is a sec- 
ond-rank firm. In January, 1940, 
Briggs decided to convert itself, at 
its own expense, to war industry. 

The record appears to be this: 


In January, 1941, the Briggs firm 
began deliveries of airframe parts 
for a Navy scout plane. This con- 
tract is virtually completed. In 
April, 1941, the same company 
started shipments for an even 
more distinguished four-engine 
bomber. Last October it started to 
ship airframe supplies for a second 
bombardment plane. 

Finally, it has about finished’ 
machine tooling a line to make 
surface parts for a naval. fighter 
plane. 

Ford has delivered a few truck- 
loads of airframe parts for one 
of the four-engine bombers.

NE of five survivors of a naval 

mbing crew told from his hos- 

pital. bed yesterday how his 

plane bombed a Japanese cruiser 

in the attack at dusk somewhere 
in’ the mid-Pacific. 

Six of the bomber’s crew of 11, 
including the pilot, were killed. The 
five survivors were wounded by 
Japanese machine-gun _ bullets, 
shrapnel and: fragments of their 
own. plane which was ilterally torn 
to pieces. 

The story, as told by Jack Roger 
Himes, 21 years old, aviation ma- 
chinists’ mate, of Piedmont, Cal., 
begins at an island base on March 
16, shortly after the successful 
Navy raids on the Marshall and 
Gilbert islands. 

The day was hot and overcast. 
Himes was with a bomber squad- 
ron on standby duty when a scout- 
ing plane radioed about noon that 
it had sighted some Japanese 
"The bombers took off and flew 
for more than five hours before 
they saw a smudge of smoke. 
About 5:30 or 6 p. m. they came 
on a Japanese cruiser and two 
tdestroyers, Two fighter planes 
roared up from the cruiser to meet 
the bombers. 

“IT guess they picked up our mo- 
tors,” Himes said. “We swung over 
the cruiser and let go a salvo of 
five bombs. They straddled the 
ship.” 

The cruiser wasn’t hit and the 
bomber circled and let go another 
Isalvo of five bombs from stem to 
stern of the cruiser. 

“I’m sure they hit,” the flyer 
went on. “The cruiser’s anti-air-

Himes quit his job. as a mechanic 
with the United Air Lines the day 
after the Japanesé attack on Pearl 
Harbor Dec. 7 and joined the Navy.

We want 
to buy war bonds, and we want to give 
complete co-operation in the all-out ef- 
fort: We believe our service is essential 
to maintain a stable economic home 
front, especially now when transporta-

A great many of us are in a territory 
where the consumer has. received no ab- 
normal income. Last fall we anticipated 
an advance in the cost of merchandise. 
As far as our capital would permit, we 
enlarged our purchases at the pre-war 
price, and consistently marked and sold 
them at a retail price based on our cost. 

Now we are “up in the air” in regard 
to a back-up to our March price when 
we must make replacements on the pres- 
ent market. Are we to assume that we 
are to be penalized because we did not 
peg our prices according to the March 
wholesale market, and failed to profiteer 
on our pre-war commitments? 

If my memory serves me right, during 
World War I, the retailer was permitted 
a maximum mark-up which allowed him 
to buy and sell with the market. Per- 
haps we are crossing the bridge in ad- 
vance, and it may be the policy of the 
Office of Price Administration to regu- 
late ceiling prices for the mutual benefit 
of producer, distributer and consumer. 

We are connected with a little retail 
business that has survived the Civil War, 
the Spanish-American War and World 
War I, and it is our ambition to be here 
when the peace bells ring again.

Eastern front, this means that Hitler will soon be 
confronted with man power three times as great as 
that available against him in May, 1940. And he 
will not be able to counter it with anything like his 


‘blitz army of two years ago. 


“The Reichswehr is‘still strong in machines and 
highly trained infantrymen, according to this British 
source, but has suffered heavy losses of the highly 
trained personnel needed to run its war machines— 
and infantrymen cannot be made over into mecha- 
nized war experts on short: notice. 

There may be ali this frank talk about second 
front plans because the preparations must perforce 
be on so vast a scale that they cannot be concealed 
from the Nazi intelligence service. But this, in 
itself, is a testimonial to the thoroughness of the 
preliminary operations. Not only did our Navy 
live up to its record of never having lost a trans- 
port, but the: Irish landing, which took days, was 
carried out without any reported interferénce from 
Goering’s Luftwaffe. 

If this was because the Germans could spare no 
planes from the Russian fighting, then it is a hopeful 
sign for the actual invasion of the continent—for 
which advance work has already been done by the 
Commandos and the hard-hitting Royal Air Force. 
Such is the second front picture as it has been 
developed in military news to date. But there have 
been other indications, largely political, in recent 
months to show that it was in the making. Most 
significant was the visit of Harry Hopkins and Gen. 
George C. Marshall to London in early April. It now 
becomes increasingly clear that their mission was 
not merely to tell the British that the United States 
was for an offensive war instead of an interminable 
defensive, but also to speed up the change-over in 
strategy, and, on Gen. Marshall’s part, to discuss 
its details with the British high command and with 
American commanders in rope. ‘ 

Such a visit, of course, was worth while only be- 
cause the British were already more than half won 
over to the offensive idea. However the brass hats 
may have felt about that, there was no doubt about 
the feelings of many members of the House of Com- 
mons and of thousands and thousands of citizens 
who, in Trafalgar Square and on village greens, 
took part in clamorous demonstrations for a second 
continental front. This feeling, together with the 
knowledge of the advanced state of preparations, 
carried over into such speeches as that of Lord 
Beaverbrook and the more recent one of Prime Min- 
ister Churchill, in which he sighted the brow of the 
hill. It is also undoubtedly responsible for the 
War Production Board’s new policy of curtailing 
future plant construction in favor of concentrating 
on the making of more war equipment for imme- 
diate use. 

Behind all these considerations as a prime factor 
was—and still is—the Russian campaign. This not 
only makes the second front necessary, but, as Maxim 
Litvinoff pointed out, provides the great opportunity 
for establishing it. 

To leave the Russians without actual fighting sup- 
port in the spring and summer months ahead might 
enable Hitler to continue his policy of disposing of 
one foe at a time. To strike against him now,in the 
West will not only take pressure off the Red Army, 
but will also put the Fuehrer into the one situation 
which he admittedly fears with a mortal fear—a two- 
front European war. 

It is the great opportunity for shortening the war 
and for eventually ending it in the only place where 
a real victory is en Hitler’ s own continental 
stronghold. 
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WHEN MAUNA LOA DEFIED REGULATIONS. 

Nature has always been like a spoiled child—very 
charming at times, but utterly unruly on occasion. 
And, of course, nobody would think of doing anything 
about the occasional waywardness. 

At least, that’s the way things were until the Army 
caught Nature violating the blackout regulations. 
When she began playing with one of her favorite 
firecrackers—Mauna Loa, the Hawaiian voleano— 
she got a hard, sharp rap over the knuckles. Army 
planes wént up and extinguished the night-time fire- 
works with bombs. Regulations are regulations. 

First thing we know, the Army will make some 
rules about the weather. That would be the end of 
the old Mark Twain wheeze. This is total war! 
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One thing we’re getting along nicely without in 
our war effort is the swagger stick.

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NEW HELMETS FOR THE NEW A. E. F. 

When the first American troops landed in North- 
ern Ireland last January, the photographs showed 
them wearing the old-style helmet of the first 
A. E. F., the flat-brimmed “tin hat,” although a new 
type of headgear had been officially adopted some 
months before. 

Pictures of the large contingent whose landing in 
Ulster was announced yesterday show that the men 
are equipped with the new-model helmet, which dips 
low at the back of the neck, forehead and temples 
to protect those vital spots, and also sits higher on 
the head. 

This new. force is. reported by all observers to be 
splendidly equipped, but the details are, of course, 
a military secret. The pictorial evidence as to the 
helmets, however, offers definite assurance that the 
Army is not overlooking this important detail in 
protecting its men. 
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ONE VOTER IN THREE. 

The defeat of Senator James J. Davis for the 
Republican nomination for Governor is not the 
most significant thing about the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary. The iron puddler-lodgé man-politician had 
been careful not to resign his Senaté seat, which is 
good for two more years; whether or not he expected 
the nomination, he kept his bet well coppered. 

What is noteworthy is the extreme lightness of 
the vote. According to the Associated Press, it 
appears that only $5 per cent of the registered voters 
went to the polls. This is a much poorer showing 
even than in Illinois, where a turnout of some 50 
per cent of those eligible — in the selec- 
tion of nominees. 

Making necessary allowances for men in the armed 
forces, persons who have changed residence on ac- 
count of war employment or who for some other 
reason have been in effect disfranchised, a’ vote 
of only one qualified citizen in three leaves much 
to be explained.: These uninterested voters would 
protest bitterly if the ballot were to be taken from 
them. Yet they do not use it in the primary, which 
in some respects is vastly’more important than the 
election itself. 

It is an urgent duty of other states to do better 
than Pennsylvania. For it is a contradiction in 
terms not to use the democratic system as we fight 
to protect its life.

EVEN ON THE LECTURE platform, physical movement 
helps externalize the dramatic virtues in a story or anecdote. 
The crowd will usually laugh much more violently if the 
speaker will enact his joke and even alter his voice to reprte- 
sent the two participants in the humorous dialogue. The use 
of loud speakers nowadays is very hard on the speaker, for 
it limits his freedom of movement and eliminates much of his 
pantomime. You will note that children like humor which 
involves much action. Slipping on‘a banana peeling or re- 
ceiving a pie full in the face, is more typical, of — 
humor than are puns or vaudeville wisecracking!

Gasoline Fumes 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ASOLINE can cause toxic pol- 

soning from fumes, afid accord- 

ing to reports, this form of in- 
toxication is on the increase. It is 
easy to understand why this should 
be so, since we now use two bil- 
lion gallons of gasoline each month 
—twice as much ag was used in 
1927—and whether gasoline is used 
in your car this year or in an 
Army car, tank or airplane or in 
an industria] plant, this amount is 
used just the same. . 

I knew a little patient—a boy 
of nine—who, on a visit to a farm, 
was seated on a tractor where he 
was right over the exhaust. He 
became quite pale and anemic dur- 
ing his vacation and undoubtedly 
the condition was due to the gaso- 
line fumes which he inhaled, When 
he was at home in the city riding 
in his father’s car, he was pro- 
tected from the escape. 

Studies show that men exposed 
to 1000 parts of gasoline get 
drowsy and dull and some may 
even develop numbness in as little 
as five minutes. Within an hour 
they are dizzy, suffer from a lack 
of muscle control and experience 
slight nausea. When the amount 
of gasoline is upped to three times 
that amount, the same symptoms 
appear, but more quickly. When it 
ig shot up to 7000 parts of gasoline 
the men are intoxicated within 
five minutes. Animals die very 
quickly in fumes above 10,000 
parts per million, ~ 

The parts of the body which 
are most subject to assault from 
gasoline fumes are the nervous 
system, the lungs and bronchial 
tubes, the blood and small blood 
vessels which may break, causing 
hemorrhages into ¥arious organs. 


The nervous system of a person 
in air heavily laden with gasoline 
or poorly ventilated may go bad in 
a very few minutes or hours, The 
victim may fall unconscious and 
die immediately, or within a short 
time. If death is delayed, the lack 
. of consciousness may be less rapid 
and may resemble acute alcohol- 
ism, with a brief period of inco- 
orgination. Delirjum and inco-or- 
dination lasting for hours or even 
days may follow, The type of un- 


—— depends on the kind 
of gasoline used. 

One. form of intoxication is 
known as the “naphtha jag.” The 
sensation may not be unpleasant 
and people have been known either 
to drink or inhale gasoline fumes 
to get this effect. 

The intensity of poisoning de- 
pends on poor mixing, poor igni- 
tion and poor vaporization of gaso- 
line and air. Too rich a mixture, 


or incomplete flame propagation, 
causes gasoline vapor in exhaust 


gases. 
There is also a chronic form of 
the condition, although how fre- 
quent this is is debatable. The 
chronic type occurs after expo- 
sure to low concentrations over a 
long period. Severe symptoms, 
such as are found in acute cases, 
occur. The importance of the 


. Chronic cases ig probably not very 


great as they are not especially 
frequent,

X. X. Z.: Please describe the dif- 
ference between psoriasis and sca- 
bies.

Answer: Psoriasis is a skin ¢rup- 
tion of unknown cause, for which 
there is no positive cure, although 
there are many treatments, Scabies 
is a skin eruption due to the infec- 
tion of the skin with the itch mite. 
It:can be effectively treated with 
sulphur ointment. The clothes and 
bed clothes must also be disinfect- 
ed. Both psoriasis and scabies af- 
fect all parts of the body.

West, with a rather bleak hold- 
ing, decided that a so-called nor- 
mal lead was not attractive and 
made the inspired opening of the 
spade queen.

Unfortunately, however, East 
jumped to the conclusion that the 
spade queen must be a singleton 
since he himself had the jack. Act- 
ing on that unwarranted assump- 
tion, East went up with the spade 
ace (thereby killing two of his 
side’s honors in one fell swoop) 
and hopefully returned a low 
spade. Declarer, not being able 
to read the opening lead, made the 
natural play of the spade king, 
then crossed to dummy with a dia- 
mond and took a heart finesse. 
West won with the king, but, of 
course, was unable to put East 
back on lead for the desired spade 
continuation which wotld have es- 
tablished the heart 10 via the over- 
ruff route. Declarer ended up by 
losing only two spades and one 
heart.

East’s play was outrageous, from 
every angle. Even if his hope con- 
cerning the spade queen, that it 
was singleton, were substantiated, 
what good would it do to give Weat 
one ruff? If the spade queen were 
really singleton, then declarer 
would have four spades, three of 
them losers. What would he be 
able to do with those three losers? 
Surely he could not get. rid them 
on any suit in dummy. Even if 
declarer had a singleton diamond 
he would be able to dispose of 
only one spade. 

East should not have considered 
it important whether the spade 
queen was singleton or doubleton. 
The crucial point of reasoning 
was that he should not give up his 
spade ace at the first trick and 
thereby concede the severing of 
communications between himself 


and partner,
